It's OK with former opponents 


Relocate Front St.‘

Two of the major opponents to Lake 
Associates’ 1979 lakefront development 
plans do not forsee any problems in the 
newly submitted preliminary plans. 

In the preliminary plans for the 
Tannery property. Rick and Dave Smith 


propose a minor change for Front 
Street—to have it approx: 
imately 150 feet south of where it 


currently is located. 

Last year the Smiths attempted to 
close Front Street for condominium 
development but were defeated in a vote 
by city residents who opposed closing the 
road. 

Rick and Dave Smith presented three 
preliminary site plans to the planning 
commission and an audience of about 25 
interested citizens Monday night. The 
Smiths met no initial opposition at the 
meeting, but as one audience member 
put it, the air was filled with ‘‘cautious 
optimism."’ 

Violet Manglos and Carol Judkins, two 
members of the Save Front Street 
Committee, which petitioned against the 
road closing last summer, say they don't 
expect opposition to the Smiths’ develop- 
ment plan ‘‘as long as Front Street and 
the view of the lake is left open.”’ 

One preliminary plan, which the 


Smiths said they prefer over two other 
alternatives, calls for part of Front Street 
to be relocated approximately 156 ft. 
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south, away trom Lake CHarlevoix. 

The major advantage, Rick Smith 
pointed out, ‘‘is to have a sufficient space 
where all the housing wouid be in one 
area and still provide open space to see 
the lake."’ 

The Smiths plan to build 100 housing 
units within five years, one and two- 
stories high (approximately 35’ high) 
between Lake Charlevoix and Front St.., 
on approximately 14 acres. 

Other development plans in the next 
five years, pending city approval, include 
a marina with about 150 slips and a gas 
station for marina users. 

On the south side of Lake Street the 
developers plan to develop a three-hole 
golf course and possibly tennis courts. 

The marina would include both public 
and private slips. The golf course and the 
tennis courts would be for the condom- 
inium residents only. 

The Smiths speculate that the te ry 
construction cost of 100 units, the marina 
and moving the road would cost in excess 
of $10 million. The Smiths would like to 
begin construction this summer. 

By relocating the road, the Smiths said 
all 100 units could be located west of the 
marina, avoiding any construction east of 
Second Street which may block the view 
of the lake from existing homes. 

Mrs. Manglos said she too favors the 
plan which calls for relocating the road, 
but she said she will still **keep an eye on 
the planning and city commission to make

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sure all ordinances are followed."’ 

‘'Any plan that keeps Front Street and 
the view of the lake is okay with me,"' she 
said. '‘ ‘Save Front Street’ was not a case 
of trying to stop progress. We just 
wanted to make sure the road and the 
view were left open,’’ Mrs. Mangios said. 

Mrs. Judkins said she wants to make 
sure the city has control over the town's 
future and especially lakefront develop- 
ment. 


‘) think they {Rick and Dave Smith) 
learned a lesson in that they now know 
that Boyne City people are not so laid- 
back. We're interested in what happens 
to our roads, propetty and lake view. We 
saved the street and the plan they 
propose now is only to relocate the street, 
not close it and i'm not opposed’’ to 
relocating Front Street, she said. 


An alternative plan, which would leave 
the street in its present location, shows 
that approximately 40 units would be 
built on the east side of the marina 
between Pleasant and Maple Streets. The 
remaining 60 units would be constructed 
to the west of the marina. 


The Smiths say without the additional 
land from relocating the road, the units 
would have to be built in a ‘'wall’’ and 
there would be less of a view of the lake. 
Existing homes would have their view of 
the lake blogked by the ‘‘wall’’ of 
condominiums. Rick Smith said. 


A third plan would have alt 100 
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Charlevoix County's poBuiation count 
in the 1980 census is expected to show an 
increase from 1970 of approximately 26 
percent to 20.876.

While the older population is expected 
to increase drastically, school-aged 
children’s population is not expected to 
increase as rapidly as it had the past 
decade. 

Children between five and nine years 
old will show an increase of seven percent 
over 1970 population figures. Children 
between 10 and 14 years old are expected 
to show an increase of approximately 20 
percent since 1970, 


The official head count of the United 
States begins at the end of next week 
when residents in the county will receive 
questionnaires in the mail. Figures 
collected in this massive survey may hint 
at answers to severaj local problems 
experienced the past year. 

Inflationary costs coupled with declin- 
ing enrollment have led to numerous 
problems in our schools. Projections for 
the 1980 census .predict the decline in 
school-aged children will continue. 


The 1980 census predictions also show 
a declining growth in automobile- 
oriented industries in the county. 

The following figures were compiled by 
the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission (MESC) in its annual 
planning report for the fiscal year 1980. 
unless otherwise stated. . 

Charlevoix County is one of 10 counties 
included in the northwestern region of 
the state’s lower peninsula. 

The region is described as one of the 
state's fastest growing areas and is best 
known as a year-round vacation spot that 
has developed its economic foundation 
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Collecting atl the census question- 
naires in Charlevoix County is a task 
which will require a work force of about 
3S people. 

According to the census district 
manager for the northern region, hiring 
census takers, called enumerators, is 
going very well. 


Charlevoix County is one of. 19 Mich- 
igan counties which will receive special 
attention by having door-to-door pick-up 
service on the questionnaire. The 
majority of the questionnaires in other 
areas of the nation will be sent back 
through the mail. 


The reason Charlevoix County was 
selected for the personal attention is 
because it is rural, census district 
manager Sue Crampton said. 


One field operator, three crew leaders 
and 33 enumerators are responsible for 
collecting the census data for the county. 
Crampton did not know how many census 
takers had been hired so far. but she said 
all positions have to be filled by March 
28. Some positions as census takers are 
still available, she said. 

Census questionnaires will be mailed

POPULATION CHANGES 

Charlevoix County has seen a steady 
population increase since the 1970 
census. The county's population is fore- 
casted to have increased approximately 
26 percent since 1970 to 20.876 people. 
That's a 4,335 increase over the 1970 
population of 16,541. 

Overall. Michigan's population is 
expected to increase 3.7 percent from 
8,881,826 in 1970 to 9,213,884 in 1980.

Comparatively, the increase of school- 
age children ranges trom seven percent 
for children between five and nine vears 
old to approximately 20 percent for 10 to 
14 vear olds over the past 10 vears.

Staying healthy is simple with the right 
combination of diet and exercise. 

A sure-fire way of guaranteeing a long 
life is to choose one’s parents carefully, 
but since that may be difficult to do, a 
second way is to choose a proper diet and 


"exercise plan. 


Dr. Reed K. Freidinger, a specialist in 
adult diseases, recently spoke to about 20 
people at a class available through the 
East Jordan Community Education and 
the East Jordan Family Health Center. 
His discussion ranged from vitamins and 
eating properly to an exercise plan. 

Although there are many Americans 
who die yearly of starvation, the United 
States is ‘‘the land of abundance.” 
Americans have an abundance of 
yitamins and calories in their diet. The 
area which is lacking, is exercise, Dr. 
Freidinger said. 

“The United States does not have 


deficiencies, it has abundances. The 
result is obesity, high blood pressure and 
other diseases,’’ he said. 

VITAMINS 


If you have a proper diet and are 
healthy, vitamins are not necessary, said 
Freidinger, who has had a private 
practice in Charlevoix for over four years. 

‘‘Most of the foods we eat are vitamin 
enriched. Milk, bread, fudge mix, cereal, 
flour—you name it, almost everything is 
vitamin enriched,"’ he said. 

Although there is no ‘‘magic’’ to 
vitamins, Freidinger said they can do a 
lot of good. ‘‘Vitamins are necessary for 
pregnant women, or for people who are 
ill,"" but you can get the same daily 
requirements needed with a good diet, he 
said.

A one-a-day-type vitamin is probably 
the best and most useful vitamin because 
it contains the balance of vitamins 
needed. 

''One of the ways vitamins are useful is 
psychologically. If a patient thinks he is 
taking a vitamin for a certain ailment, it 
(the vitamin) can be shown to have 
dramatic results. But, more times than 
not it is all psychology,’’ the Charlevoix 
doctor said. 

For example, vitamin C was pushed by 
manufacturers in 1969 as being a remedy 
for the common cold. But, several tests 


taken in recent years show that vitamin — 


C, which is found in citris, is not a cure 
for the common cold, Freidinger said. 

“HE it helps you. with a cold—that’s 
fine—but it is probably because of 
psychological reasons rather than 
medical reasons,’’ he said. 


DIET > 


‘‘Unforunately prosperity in America 
has radically changed our diet. Obesity is 
in part responsible for the current 
epidemic of cardio-vascular disease. Our 
food manufacturers have refined out 
bran. We consume far too much salt, 
sugar, fat and cholesterol,’’ he said. 

Food is used in two ways. First it is 
taken by our body and used as fuel. 
Secondly it is used as a building block for 
tissue, cells and muscles. 

Forty percent of our diet is fat, another 
forty percent is carbohydrates and the 
remaining 20 percent is protein. 

‘*Food is not to enjoy. It is to keep us 
alive and healthy. But, the fact is that 
eating is an American pastime. It is 
something too many of us enjoy too 
much. We take advantage of our diet 
without thinking of what it is really doing 
to our body,’’ Freidinger said.

--Less animal fats (triglycerides) - 
should be eaten. One should avoid whole 


_ milk, butter and other dairy products and 


red meats. Skimmed milk, margarine and 
fish or fowl should be substituted. 


--To reduce cholesterol intake, only two 
eggs per week should be eaten. 


--One should try to reduce salting food 
at the table. ‘‘A well set table does not 
include a salt shaker,’ he told the class. 
It sometimes takes a while to get used to 
not tasting salt on food, but after a short. 
period of time, foods start to taste better’ 
and the true taste appears. 

Freidinger believes that the afore- 
mentioned diet modifications could dras- 
tically reduce the number of heart attacks 
and strokes which account for 54 percent 
and 13 percent respectively of deaths 
yearly. 

For example, Americans consume 105 
pounds of sugar a year! Obviously, a 
small amount of sugar is good for the 
body for energy, but that high of an 
amount of sugar is detrimental to one's 
health, he said. 


EXERCISE 

Physical fitness is a form of emotional 
therapy which has many beneficial 
effects. 

‘It allows the heart to do work at a 
slower rate, it lowers blood pressure and | 
it utilizes oxygen more efficiently. Sim- 
ilarly, other muscles in the body utilize 
oxygen more efficiently. The best part of 
(exercise) is that most participants 
experience an increased sense of well- 
being and exhilaration,’’ Freidinger said. 

Exercises should be rewarding: 
pleasant and enjoyable, he said. 

To maintain a state of physical fitnieus: 
the exercises must be for at least '4 hour, 
it must be done three times a week and it 
must be kinetic—that is, some sort of 
motion or energy must be exerted. 

“You don't have to do anything which 
is stratning on your body like wrestling or 
isometrics. With walking, cross country 
skiing, jogging, playing basketball or 2 
lot of other activities you get a lot of 
exercise,’’ he said. 

Variety is essential to a fitness 
program, too, he said. One day the 
exercise might be gardening, the next 
day bicycling and the next day 
swimming. ‘‘That way you don't get tired 
of the exercise program.
